New  York!  There  were  27  cars  including  15  from  yesterday’s  market  on  track  at  Long 
Island  City  this  morning,  5 cars  were  due  to  arrive  later.  The  number  of 
cars  arriving  with  state  of  origin  were  as  follows!  11  Indiana,  6 Illinois,  3 Missou 
3 Iowa,  2 Kentucky,  1 Arkansas,  1 Tennessee,  All  cars  with  the  exception  of  8 were 
consigned  to  dealers.  Demand  moderate  and  21  cars  were  expecting  to  be  unloaded.  Mark 
generally  weak.  Truck  receipts  moderate  and  approximately  150  long  coops  which 
included  86  springers,  43  fowl,  14  roosters,  2 geese,  5 ducks,  were  carried  from 
yesterday^  market.  Fancy  springs  sold  fairly  well  cut  poorer  quality  cleared  slowry 
The  22  truck  loads  delivered  to  dealers  up  to  12  noon  included?  17  Delaware  springs, 

2 Virginia  springs,  1 Vermont  spring,  1 Pennsylvania  mixed,  1 small  load  New  York  fow 

3 loads  of  Delaware  springs  were  due  later  in  the  day.  Direct  receivers  received  up 
until  late  morning  143,670  pounds.  Actual  sales  prices  were  impossible  to  verify.
